An enteresting Address to the 

Farmers. by the Dom. Covern- 

ment Dairy Commissioner. 

Prof. J. W. Robertson, Dairy Com- 
missioner and Agriculturist to the 
Central Experimental farm at Ottawa, 
arrived from the weston Sunday even 
ing's express, and xuccording to an.) 
nouncement made in last week's 
Tiurs delivered an address to the farm 
ers of the Moose Jaw district on Mon. | 
day afternoon. On Monday forenoon 
Prof. Robertson drove out through the 
Marlborough district to see some of the 
crops of which he had heard so much 
before coming here, and on his return 
expressed himself as highly pleaser 
with what he had scen. 

Lack of space prevents us from giving 
more than a brief outline of the lectare 
which was full of practical information 
to North West Agriculturists ard 
which was thoroughly appreciated by 
those who heard it. The chair was 
taken about halfpast three o'clock by 
Mr. II. Derrel, president of the Agri- 
cultural Society, who in a short speech 
expressed the pleasure of the farmers | 
of the district in having with them so 
distinguished an agriculturist as Prof. 
Rebertson. He was only sorry that 
the time at his disposal aid not permit 
of a more thorough examination cf the 
resources of the district and of its par 
ticular requirements. 

Professor Robertson on rising ¢x- |
